Bralill wood, S. Martin wood, Campeach wood, x yellow fuſticke wood of all (os, all other 


kindes ol dying wood whatſoeuer walbe bzought into this Kingdome in the logg koz the further 
helpe of the Bouſe of Coꝛrection, newly eſtabliſbed in Dublin. heſe are thers oꝛe ge — 
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coumand,and in his Maieſties Name ſtraightly to charge and require, that all ſuch woods a 
ſwalbe from and the end ol two moneths after the publiſbing hercof,be bzought — — 
of Dublin, ſbalbe bzought only in logs. and not other wiſe, whereot᷑ all Merchants and Merchants 


ſtrangers within the Litty and County sf Dublin, are to take due notice, and to giue eſpecial in⸗ 
telligence vntotheit ſeueraſt Factoꝛs and Agents whereſdeuerthereot within two moneths af- 
4 ter the date hereol. as they wii aniwrr che contrarythereof at their perill, and vpon paine to haue 
all ſuch dying woods as ſbalbe bzonght into the laid Pozt other wile then in loggs, as afozcſaide, 
to be ſeiſed vpon, and diſpoſed of, at his Mateſties pleaſure, And oe doe further traightly 
a | charge and command, that all dying woods,as afozeſaid,which are oz ſbalbe in any Merchants. 

$2 Merchants ſtrangers hands in Dublin, oz in the County ot the Litty of Dublin, oz in the County of Dublin, ſhall with all 
expedition be bzought into the laid Houſe of Coꝛrection, ſoꝛ which there ſbalbe payde foz the ſawing of it; ſbil. per hundꝛed, ter, fox 
ſawing of euery hundzedthereof.the ſame to be as carefully and well done as in any other Country, and ſecurity to bee giuen that 
each partie ſþail haue their wood againe in good maner. And neee doe hereby further publiſb and declare, that if any perſon oz 
perſons whatſoeucr,ſball obſtinately refuſe oz neglect to bʒing in the ſaid woods in loggs within thzec dayes next after the Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation hereof to the place afozcſaid (the ſaid wood being in the ſaid Litty, oz within the County of the ſaid Citty ) oz in the 
County of Dublin, that then a vpon ſuch default all #cuery ſuch parcels of wood, not bzoughtin as atfozcſaid,ſball ipſo facto be ſei⸗ 
3cd to his Maieſties ble oz the contempt of the parties owing the ſame, as not reſpecting the weale-publique, oz the bencfite of ſo 
ood an vſe, Ind vote doe hereby further ſtraightly charge i command all, # all maner of perſons whatſoeuer, that no man pꝛe⸗ 
— ſell any of the ſaid dying woods whatſoeuer within the ſayde Citty ol Dublin, oz in the County ofthe ſayde Citty of Dublin, 
with the ſuburbes thereof, as well within the Liberties as without, vntiil they be returned out ofthe ſayde Houſe of Lozrection, 
ſawde into duſt as afozeſayde,vpon payne to haue the ſame ſeized x diſpoſed of at His Baiefties pleaſore. And laſtiy, Mee doe 
hereby ſtrayghtiy charge a command that all and fingular theDfficers of the Cuſtome houſe ofthe Pozt of Dublin, ſhall hence. 
ently ſee and cauſe all ſuch woods FT EN en Her aide Ho vnto the ſaide Houſe ol Coxtettion
